any readers of this magazine are but dimly aware that for most of 

its original 12 year run The Spirit actually featured a tightly con- 

structed continuity-line. That is, although a great number of the 

stories are isolated episodes, the series as a whole portrayed sequen- 
tial developments in the lives of a large cast of characters. Because the War- 
ren, Kitchen and all other reprints (except the Spirit Bags) ran the weekly 
installments in virtually random order, only the few readers who have bother- 
ed to make up lists of reprint dates and re-read the stories in chronological 
order are aware of the loss of depth this random reprinting policy has inflict- 
ed on the feature. No one would think to re-represent, say, Spider-Man by 
running issues 7, 8, 32, 45, 2, 103 and 67 sequentially--- but this is essential- 
ly what has been done to The Spirit ever since 1944 when the first reprints 
began! 

It is obviously too late now to correct the problem by printing the 
remainder of the stories in chronological order. For one thing, a number of 
episodes are seemingly lost forever--- no artwork, proofs or photostats of them 
can be found in Will Eisner’s vaul ind for another, a simple chronological 
reprinting policy would not present the best balance of stories each issue. So, 
for those readers who value continuity but don’t want to spend hours poring 
over index cards and checklists, we are instituting The Department of Loose 
Ends. This space will be used to establish reference points, when necessary, 
for those episodes which obviously form part of a longer story and to give a 
useful listing of where reprints of other chapters can be found in the Warren 
and Kitchen books. We will also occasionally present brief biographies and 
appearance checklists of major members of The Spirit’s supporting cast in ans- 
wer to requests from readers. 

This issue we are featuring Heat on the Moon, the last seven page 
Spirit story (subsequent episodes were a mere four pages long). Heat is one of 
the so-called “Wally Wood Spirits”, but a closer look at the art shows that 
from the bottom of page 2 onward, Eisner pencilled and inked all the scenes 
set on earth, as well as inking a few of Wood's lunar figures. As Eisner re- 
calls, a deadline crunch was responsible for both men working on the story at 
once. The script, like all Outer Space stories, was written by Jules Feiffer and 
edited by Eisner. 

The first of our “pre-war” reprints, Si/k Satin, is also the first story 
to feature The Spirit’s sometime lover, Syl Satin. As originally conceived by 
Eisner, she was a mannish and independent jewel thief, somewhat reminiscent 
of the young Katherine Hepburn in the 1932 movie Sy/via Scarlett. As the 
months went by, Satin’s personality began to mellow and she abandoned her 
life of crime to become a wartime spy for the British government. Eventually 
her criminal record was destroyed as a reward for meritorious service and 
“Silk” Satin, as she had come to be called, fought side by side with The Spir- 
it on a number of dangerous espionage missions. A big change occured in Sat- 
in’s life after the war-- she was suddenly reunited with her long-lost (and 
theretofore unmentioned) daughter Hildie. Shortly thereafter she took a job as 
an insurance investigator for Croyd’s of Glasgow, working under a Scotsman 
named Mr. McDool. Letting her hair grow out and tying it back in a bun, 
she began to resemble Ingrid Bergman in Casablanca more than Hepburn, but 
she still retained both her own fierce independence and her wistful unrequited 
love for Denny Colt. Of all the women in the series, Satin is the most like 
The Spirit--- even down to the details of being responsible for a child and hav- 
ing a tragic love affair (in Satin’s case, a marriage) with a criminal. 

It is of interest to note that this first Satin story was censored by 
the newspaper syndicate. The 10th panel on the Sth page originally showed 
Satin lying on top of Denny Colt on the couch. The paste-up marks where 
Eisner covered over this titilating scene are still visible. Also of interest is the 
fact that this story was “refried” in 1949--- that is, the plot and some of the 
dialog were lifted for re-use with a new character, a jewel thief named Flax- 
en Weaver (see Warren Spirit No.4). A comparison of the two stories, particu- 
larly the differences in pacing and the disparate endings, is a rewarding study 
for those people who wonder “just how Eisner does it.”
